As the Funds mortified for Burſaries were certain- 
ly intended for the Encouragement of learning ; and 
can be more contrary to the pious Intention 
of thoſe charitable Donations, than to beſtow them 
upon ſuch as through Poverty, Ialeneſs or Incapacity, 
do not make ſufficient progreſs in Letters ; the Ma- 
ſters have unanimouſly reſolved to deprive every Bur- 
far, who does not make ſome tolerable Proficiency in 
his Studics, and to execute this Reſolution at the be- 
ginning of each Seffion. And they are forry to inti- 
mate that there is at preſent, great ground of Com- 
plaint againſt ſeveral Burſars upon this account; and 
therefore do gi Intimation, that they may 
be upon their Guard, and that ſuch as are conſcious 


of their own Ignorance or Incapacity, may apply to 
fome other Buſineſs, that the Mafters may not have 


the diſagreeable Taſk of diſmiſſing them with Di-

How ſoon the intended Union of the Burfaries can 
take place, thoſe in the gift of the College ſhall be 
preſented after a comparative Trial as before ; but it 
is expreſly provided, that none ſhall be admitted as 
Candidates, but ſuch as are above the loweſt Rank, 
and who beſides their Qualifications in point of Ge- 
nius, can appear in a decent Way, both as to Dreſs 
and Behaviour, and have ſome reaſonable proſpect of 
Money or Friends, to enable them to profecute their

SECT. I. 
Of the LODGING of the STUDENTS. 
vn. 


AS it hath been found by Experience, that the late 

Practice of Students lodging and eating in pri- 
vate Houſes in different Parts of the Town, is attend- 
ed with many Inconveniencies ; they being by that 
means lefs under the Eye and Authority of the Ma- 
ſters, having leſs Acceſs to their Aſſiſtance, and that 
of their fellow Students in the Proſecution of thelr 
Studies, being expoſed to many "Temptations from 
low or bad Company, being moreover for the moſt 
part badly accommadated both in Loggirg and Diet, 
and loſing a ceniwerable part of their Time in going 
and returning to their Lodgings, which are often at a 
diſtance from the College ; therefore the Maſters 
have decreed, that for the future all the Students ſhall 
lodge in Rooms within the College and eat at the 
College Table during the whole Seffion : And that 
no Student whatſoever ſhall be exempted from Obe- 
dience to this Statute, without a Diſpenſation from 
the Principal or Sub-principal, who are empowered

with to cauſe to be fitted up at the publick Charge, a 
ſufficient Number of the College Rooms, for the Ac- 
commodation of all the Students, to repair whatever is 
broken or defaced in the Floors, Walls, Ceiling, 
Windows or Doors, and to furniſh them with Bed- 
ſteads, Tables and Chimney Grates, with proper 
places for holding Coal or other Fewel, and with 
Locks and Keys where they are wanting, and to cauſe 
all the Rooms be cleaned and white-waſh'd, and the 


Windows painted, againſt the beginning of the Seſ- 
ſon. | 
IX. 


Tux Rent of a Room and Cloſet, of the beſt fort 
with a Bed in each, ſhall not be above Sixteen Shil- 
lings Sterl. in the Seffion : The Rent of a Room and 
Cloſet of the ſecond fort, with a Bed in each, ſhall not 
exceed twelve Shillings : The Rent of a Room, with 
one Bed without a Cloſet, ſhall not exceed Seven Shil- 
lings ; and the Students may continue to lodge in 
any farther Rent. > 


Tun Students ſhall have their Rooms affigned 
them by the Sub-principal and Regent Profeſſors, and 
no Student ſhall change his Room without their Per- 
miſſion : The Pupils of each Profeſſor ſhall be lodged 
in adjacent Rooms, as far as can be. | 

XI. 

Tuar the Maſters may have ready Acceſs to in- 
ſpe the Behaviour of the Students in their Rooms, 
it is enacted, that no Student ſhall have his Doors 
bolted before Ten at Night, that any of the Maſters

may have admittance without knocking; and that 
all the Students ſhall go to Bed, and have their Fires 

XII. 


Tus Sub-principal and Regents ſhall chooſe two 
or more Men Servants, ſober and diſcreet in their Be - 
haviour, who ſhall ſerve the Students in their Rooms, 
make their Beds, wipe their Shoes, fetch them Wa- 
ter, carry their Linen to and from Waſhing, and ſhall 
lodge within the College, and be ſubject to the Diſci - 
pline of it, and ſhall be paid by the Students for 
their Service during the Seſſim ; and no other Ser- 
vants ſhall come within the College to ſerve the Stu-

XII. 


To prevent Accidents that may happen in the 
Night, one of the Servants that lodges within the Col- 
lege, ſhall ring one of the great Bells at the Hours of 
Two and Five each Morning during the Seſſion, and 
after ringing of the Bell, ſhall at each of theſe Hours 
go round to all the Rooms and Paſſages, as a Watch. 

XIV. 

Tur Sub-principal and Regents ſhall concert a- 
as ſhall appear to them moſt effectual for obligiag the 
Studentsand their Servants to keep the Rooms, Stairs, 
Piazza, Area, and the Paſſages to the College, clean 
and decent; and preventing their damaging or de- 


facing their Rooms, Furniture, or any Part of the 


College ; 


and the Regents in their turns ſhall ſee to 


the Execution of theſe Regulations.

Of the Callege TABLE. 


XVI. 
Tua r the Students may have 2 wholeſome ard 
good Diet, as am exly rate, and be regularly and de-

Year, betwixt the Terms ot V hitſunday and Michael- 
maſs, enter into a Contract with an Oeconomiſt, and 
ſettle a weekly Bill of Fare for Breakfaſt, Dinner, and 
Supper, both for the firſt and fecond Table; which 
Bilt of Fare, and all other Parts of the Duty, Service, 
and Attendance of the Oeconomiſt, ſhall be ĩnſerted in 
the ſaid Contract, and he bound to the Performance 
of the ſame ; and the Maſters are determined, with- 
out Favour or Intereſt, to prefer to that Office, the 
Perſon that ſhall appear to them beſt qualified, and 
all contract for the beſt Bill of Fare, for the Board 
they think proper to fix. — 

XIX. 

THarT the Oeconomiſt may be enabled to af>xd 
the better Diet and Service for the Board paid him, 
he ſhall have from the College, of yearly Sallary, 
Four Pound thirteen Shillings and four pence 
fix Bolls cf Meal, and fix Bolls of Bear, One Pound 
thirteen Shillings and four penct 'Table- 
Linen ; the Wages of his Cock, Cook's Boy and 
Putler, pad; Kitchen, Oven, Coal-houſe, Brew - 
houſe, Cellars, Buttery, Dining room, and all other 
upheld by the College ; the Diaing-ccem furniſhed 
with Tables and Seats ; Silver Spoons for both Tables; 
and farther, the College ſhal! pay the annual Rent of 
ary Sum not exceeding One hundred Pound 
which ſhall be laid out by him in

Evzny Stufent ſhall intimate to the Oeconomiſt 
at the beginning of the Seſſion, whether he is to eat 
at the firſt or ſecond Table; thoſe who eat at the 
firſt Table ſhall pay for their Board, Two Pounds fif- 
Quarter ; and thoſe who eat at the ſecond Table ſhall 
pay Two Pound Sterling in the Quarter.

conſideration, whether it is more fit that the Students 
of Philoſophy ſhould, through all the three Years of 
their Courſe, be under the Care of the 
fame Proſeſſor, which has been the Practice in this 
Univerſity hitherto ; or if the three Ne of 
Philoſophy ſhould confine themſelves, each to a di- 
ſtint Branch of ophy, and the Students paſs a 
Seſſiom under each of them as is the Cu- 
ſtom in ſome other Univerſities ; they agreed to con- 
tinge their antient Practice, which though more la 
borious to the Profeffors, feems to them more benefi- 
cial to the Students: Becauſe, every Proſeſſor of Phi- 
loſophy in this Univerſity, is alſo Tutor to t oſe who 
ſtudy under him, has the whole Direction of their Stu- 
dics, the training of their Minds, and the Overſig ht of 
their Manners ; and it ſcems to be generally 22ree:!, 
thar it muſt be detrimental to a Student to change bis 
Tutor every Seſſion. It may be reaſonably peel 
that a Profeſſor, in three Years, may acquire an Ac- 
quaintance with the Temper and Genius of his Pu- 
pils, and an Authority over them, which may be of 
great uſe to them, and yet is not to be expected in the 
Courſe of one Seffion : He muſt be better able to 
Judge of the Progreſs they have made in their Studies 
during the Vacation, and to examine them upon 
what they have been taught in former Seſſions, or make 


though it may be allowed, that a Pruſeſſor who has 
only one Branch of Philoſophy for his Province, may 
have more Leiſure to make Improvements in it for

the Benefit of the learned World ; yet it does not 
ſeem at all extravagant to ſuppoſe, that a Profeſſor 
ought to be ſufficiently qualified to teach all that his 
Pupils can learn in Philoſophy, in the Cuurſe of three 
Seſſions. 

XXVII. 

Tux Proſeſſors of Philoſophy with the Concur- 
rence of the other Maſters, have unanimouſly agreed 
to employ much leſs Time than has been uſually done 
in Univerſities, in the Logic and Metaphyſic of the 
Schoolmen, which feem chiefly contrived to make 
Men fubtle Diſputants, a Profeſſion juſtly of leſs Va- 
lue in the prefent Age, than it has been in ſome pre - 
ceeding ones ; and to employ themſelves chiefly in 
teaching thoſe Parts of Philoſophy, which may quali. 
fy Men for the more uſeful and important Offices of 
Society. They have likewiſe unanimouſly agreed 
that thoſe Parts of Philoſophy which are converſant 
about Objects of Senſe ought in the Order of teach- 
ing to precede thoſe which have the Mind and its Fa- 
culties for their Object: Therefore they have refol- 
ved, that after their Pupils have ſtudied Greek under 
the Greek Profcfior, the firſt Y ear of their Phi 
Courſe is to be employed (beſides reading ſome Greek 
as uſual) in a Courſe of Mathematics, both ſpeculative 
and practical, and in an Introduction to all the Bran- 
ches of Natural Hiſtory, and to the Study of Civil Hiſ- 
tory : The ſecond Year their Mathematical Courſe is
